apparently tho result of an appeal made to 
his Lordship, a few months sin::c, by an offi- 
cor of the ‘Hongkong Governmont, who 
felt himsclf, and with much reason, aggriov- 
ed by a printed attack, ns remarkable for its 
rancour as for its uttor baselessness. From 
our past experience of the way in which des- 
-patches from the Secretary of State have 
been manipulated before they have been 
communicated to thoso interested, wo ure 
inclined to bolievo that, if the wholo letter 
were publishod, a different view of Lord 
Kimborley's intructions would ‘bo obtainod 
from that presented by tho tio isolated 
paragraphs which have been so carofully ox- 
tracted. It is 9 most remarkable fact that 
Sir Johu Pope Hennessy has an absolute 
horror of a complete document, and raroly 


_ publishes ono if he can help it. If, howover, 


the cireular truly conveys the Secretary of 
State's meaning, it is dificult to suggest. 
upon what ground ho has formed his decision, 
for it atrikes a blow at the independence and 
comfort of ‘the officers of the Civil Service, 
which under present unfavourable conditions, 
may seriously imperil the effcient conduct 
of public business. It scoms intolerable that 
an officer should be obliged to, submit pa- 
tently to seeing his actions misrepresented

I am prepared 
to prove ina Court of Law that the state- 
monts male against me aro false in every 
particular, and that,they were maliciously 
written, with intent to damage mo In my 
character aud reputation;” and His Ex. 
cellency may smilingly roply,, “‘ My dear Sir, 
Jam avery sorry for you, but I caunot per- 
mit you to prosecute, ag it would be highly 
inconveniont for me to have a public enquiry. 
For reasons into which I cannot enter, I 
gupplied the matetinls upon which the state- 
monta of which youcomplainod are based, and 
ag my purposes have been served, I cannot 
ghultify myself by permitting you to punish 
the person of whom I have mado use, and 
that the information with which I supplied 
him was—well, inaccurate. 


With the single exception of the 
fact that a circular-of the character 
described has actually been sent for 
general information to all the Gu- 
vernment Departments, the whole of 
the statements,, assertions, and in- 
ferences contained in the above 
extracts from the China Dfail are 
utterly and absolutely false and. un- 
founded. Aud, moreover, the person

‘journal obtain-the information so 
ostentatiously displayed! We havo 
no doubt whatever that the religious 


j we. wrote ;—The ‘the Emigration 
Offider’s examination was a thorough 
farce, must be patent to every one 
who knows anything of the manner 
in which these sham examinations 
are conducted, and we must hold the 
Governor responsible for permitting 
such a state of affairs to exist.’ It-is 
absolutely indispensable that the 
Emivration Officer should be a man 
thoroughly conversant’ with — the 
languaze and general customs of the 
Chinese, and it is equally necessary 
that his time should not be taken up 
with other duties. Capt. Thomsett 
is not-a Chinese scholar, and as 
arbour Master he has more work 
than he can’ properly. attend. to —or 
why should thera be a Deputy Har- 
bour Master! The principle of one 
‘government official filling two or 
three different positions, so common 
in Hongkong, is rotte) to the core, 
and wholly indefensible. The time 
has surely come when the Augean 
stable wants a thorough cleaning 
out, and we would’ strongly recom-. 
mend that a-start be made at once 
in the Emigration Department.” 
This was a very fair criticism of a 
state .of affairs which had already 
attracted a good deal of public atten- 
tion, and created in certain circles 
no small amount of scandal. We 
neither imputed, or intended to im- 
pute anything dishonuurable to the 
Emigration Officer; but we question- 
ed, on good grounds we believed, his 
qualifications for such a post, and we 
had indisputable evidence to prove 
that the examination of emigrants 
vas quite the reverse of what it . 
‘ought to have .been, and for -this 
we very properly held the Goversor 
responsible. However, Capt. Thom- 


sett felt aggrieved at our audacity in | 


presuming to interfere in what he 
doubtless imagined was his own ex- 
clusive privilege, and after taking 
the advice of our sprightly barrister, 
Mr.'T.C, Hayllar, Q.C., applied to the 
Governor through the Colonial Secre- 
tary for permission t» institute pro- 
ceedings against, the proprietor of 
this journal for libel, During the 
time the application was under 
His Excellency’s consideration Dr. F 

Stewart, the Acting Colonial Secre- 
tary, took it upon himself to advise 
Capt. Thomsett thatthe consent of 
the Government was-not atall neces- 
sary, and that he sas quite at liberty 
to take whatever legal proceedings 


he chose, on his own responsibility. 
Acting on this gratuitous. and most 
injudicious piece of advice (consider- 
ing that Dr. Stewart was a paid ser-' 
vant of the Government) Capt. Thom- 
sett applied for leave to withdraw 
his letter, so that he could at-once 
take the legal steps contemplated. | 
This was refused by’ the Governor. 
A meeting of the Executive Council 
was shortly afterwards held, at which 
the matter was diicussed, and we 
believe His Excellency justified his 
refusal to permit Capt. Thomsett to 
take legal. measures against the 
Hongkong Telegraph.on the grounds 
that the criticism was a perfectly 


est degreo the efficient conduct of. 
public business, The acts and con-. 
duct of all public men are open to 
criticism, and so long as a news- 
paper doos nt impute dishonest 
motives, no action, civil or criminal, . 
would ‘lio azainst the critic. We’ 
‘do not expéct law from the 
China Mail, and we look in vain for. 
eommon senseandtrath. Where is, 
in the above extract from the Zele- 
graph, the “ attack as remarkable for 
its rancour as for its utter baseless. 
ness?’ It has nevor existed except 


ou the lying tongue of our contem+ 


porary. Instead of having rancor- 
ous feelings towards Capt. Thomsett, 
we had personally been on the most 
courteous terms with that gentleman 
for many years ; and were ready when 
we discovored that our criticisms had 
been migconstrued,, to’ publicly dis- 
avow our intention of reflecting in 
the slightest dezree on the Emigta- 
tion Officer’s honour and probity, and 
we actually did so unsolicited.
